He has 
written a letter tothe Augusta Chroni- 
cle and Sentinel warmly protesting 
against a recent article in that journal 
which characterized some of the actors 
who supported Miss Anderson as sticks, 
Mr. Ford can certainly have no reason 
for charging Tae ConsriTuTion 
with unfriendliness, for we have in- 
sisted on more than one occa- 
sion quite recently that he is an 
excellent manager and.that we were 
quite willing to see the entire southern 
amusement circuit placed under his 
direction, believing that he would give 
us as good, and even better entertain- 
ments than we have been in the habit 
of getting; but at the same time he 
must allow the newspapers some mar- 
gin for criticism. There are sticks in 
the Anderson company, undoubtedly, 
but that it 1s su is not at all discredita— 
ble to Mr. Ford’s judgment, We be- 
lieve he does the best he can, and with 
that best we are satisfied—satistfied, at 
least, so long as he gives us such actors 
as Miss Anderson and Mr. Boniface.

We do not desire 
to be unkind. We sympathize most 
keenly with the poor, overworked men 
and women who are known to the 
world as third and fourth-rate actors. 
We are well aware that harsh criticism, 
even when it is absolutely just, can 
accomplish no result while Thespis is 
oun wheels, except to wound and dis- 
courage clever ladies and gentlemen, 
whose lives are not often cast in pleasant 
places; and we therefore rarely ever 
attempt to print a realiy critical notice 
of a theatrical performance. But. Mr. 
Ford’s sensitiveness on this occasion 
notonly gives us an opportunity to 
ease our conscience in regard to the 
Romeo business, but mukes it neces- 
sary for us to vindicate our judgment.

Wasuinaton, February 15.— The 
World’s Washington dispatch says 
several democratic members of the 
electoral commission, who were of the 
committee which framed the law under 
which the commission is acting, pave 
had aconference of an informal nature 
in order to conpare notes and refresh 
their recollection as to the interpreta- 
tion which was put upon the bill while 
in committee regarding the matter of 
going benind the returns in disputed 
states. They have very generally 
agreed it was conceded by the re- 
publican members of the committee 
that the bill directly authorized the 
investigation of the facts of the returns. 
To whatextentthey might carry their 
interpretation of this feature of law is 
a question to be decided in the future. 
It may be carried toa serious extent or 
simply be placed upon the record af 
the tribunal in the form of a protest. 

Evarts contended that the right to 
cast its vote rests with the state; that 
whatever power the federal gov- 
ernment has it held through the 
terms of the tederal c nstitution, 
The whole matter belonged tv the 
state, and it was for the federal govern- 
ment to count the votes after they had 
left.the state, as in the Florida case. 
‘The commission here had no power to 
count the vote. He then copn- 
tended that there was no proof 
that Levisee and Brewster were 
not qualified on the 6th of December, 
and proce ded to discu-s the laws of 
Louisiana in reyard to the powers of 
the board and the illegality of state 
officers to be electors, The feeling in 
democratic circles is quite cheerful this 
morning. 

It becomes apparent that the repub- 
‘ican lawyers are entirely ou the defen- 
sive,anu it is conceded if they are foreed 
trom theout posts which they held in 
the Florida case, their cause is lost. 

Evarts, after speaking over two hours 
said: “I come now to state disqualifi- 
cations.” The republican counsel is 
drawing | eayily on their time for argu- 
ment of the main question,and exhausi- 
ing their force on the question of exclu- 
dingevidence and craruping jurisdieti 
of the commissiw.

Brewster, one of the eight, was not 
only a state senator, but United States 
surveyor of lands for Louisiana. He 
certainly held an office “ot trust and 
profit” on the day he was elected. He 
tried to resign before the day of elec- 
tion by ante-dating his resignation, 
but the trick was too transparent to 
stand investigation. 

To make good the votes of these two 
men, the republican counsel will have 
to convince the commission, first, that 
the election of an ineligible elector 
created a vacancy in the electoral col- 
lege ; second, that it. was a vacancy as 
the laws of Louisiana empowered the 
returning board to fill; third, that it 
was properly filled at the second elec- 
tion. But here comes in a little trick 
that the commission wil! have take uo- 
tice of, Brewster and Levisee, both 
claiuning to he electors, pretended to be 
absent at the meeting of the electors, 
and their places were filled. By whom? 
By Brewster and Levinee! By the 
identical absent electors, who were ac- 
tually present, at the very moment they 
were chosen to fill their own vacancies, 
and who, being present, voted, with the 
others, for Hayes and Wheeler. It is 
not easy to see how the commission 
can give its solemn ganction to this 

raudulent evasion of a constitutional 
prayisien.. It was a piece of jugglery 
bearing a lie on itsface. Brewster and 


Levisee being federal office-holders on } 


the day of election, Noy. 7, were not 
elected electors; they could not be. 
Not having been elected, their preten- 
ded absence could not create a vacancy 
which the other electors were author- 
ized to fill, In the very best republi- 
can view of it, therefore, there are two 
veeancies in the Louisiana electoral 
college, and two votes lost to Hayes 
and Wheeler, — 

Nor are these all. The constitution 
of Louisiana, article 117, says “no per- 
son shall hold or exercise at the same 
time more than one office of trust or 
profit.” This renders three more in- 
eligible under the laws of the state, 
namely, Kellogg, who c.aims to have 
been governor of the sta’e when he 
was elected an elector; Burch, who 
was a state senator; and Morris Marks, 
who was a district attorney. 

Nor are these all. The United States 
laws provide that no criminal or un- 
naturalized person shal] be eligible as 
an elector. Oscar veffrion is a native 
of Hayti, and has never been natural- 
jzed. He cannot antedate a resignation 
and escape from his ineligibility. He 
waa, too, supervisor of registration in 
the parish of Pointe Coupee. This 
makes him doubly ineligible, an act of 
Louisiana expressty providing that no 
supervisor of registration shall be eli- 
gible to any other office at that election. 
The seventh ineligible elector is Peter 
Joseph, a colored man, who served a 
term in the Alabama penitentiary for 
burglary. 

Out of the eight Hayes electors there 
is only one—Lionel A. Sheldon—who 
ia eligible as an elector under the 
laws of the state and the United 
States. Sheldon is a carpet-bagger,and 
the “least likely” of the whole lot. 
Hayes has already ecored one convict 
vote—Pearce’s of Florida—besides sev- 
eral illegal votes. If the eight commis-

And, 
after all, what advantage, in point ol 
popular representation, do the seven- 
teen claim, even over “self-appointed 
conventions?” 

Upon the whole, the position of Mr. 
Speer is a most unfortunate one, and 
we regret that it is so. We regret it 
not merely because of our admiration 
for nis abilities, but because of our high 
regard for him personally, and we trust 
he will retire from a race in which, to 
be successful, he will be compelled to 
sacrifice the unity of the party. Let 
him submit his name to the convention 
and abide the result as every patriotic 
citizen should. In these times, when 
no man knoweth what political result 
a day may bring forth, party discipline 
should be paramount. 


THE PRICH OF MONEY. 

There seems to be a desire on the 
part of some of our legislators to re- 
duce the legal rate of interest to seven 
per cent, where it stood before the re- 
peal of the usury law two or three 
years ago, in the fond hope that, by 
some sort of legislative legerdemain, 
money may thus be made cheaper and 
easier to borrow. We can but admire 
the astounding persistence with which 
the ayerage legislator misappre- 
hends the relations which money 
bears to-other property and the 
complacency with which he ignores 
the plain teachings of common sense. 
He may be periectly sane _upon all 
other subjects, but in the matter of 
usury he has his pet theory, and when 
you interfere with this theory he im. 
mediately steels himself against argu: 
ment, withdraws into his shell and be- 
comes a8 impracticable as a highland 
terrapin. It is impossible to argue 
with him, much less convince him. He 
looks upon banks as mysterious monop- 
olies invented for the express purpose of 
undoing the people, and money-lend- 
ers, he fully believes, ought to be kept 
outside the gates. It is allaggravating- 
ly absurd, but what is one to do? Ar- 
gument is wested. common sense falls 
short of reaching the mark, and the 
experience of other states and people® 
is scoffed at. 

Suppose, however, that the rate of 
interest in Georgia should be reducea 
to seven. per cent.—what would be the 
much? It certainly would not affect 
the banks. Commerce, blind to all 
other missiens, save its own, would 
not be affected. Indeed, to all intents 
and purposes, business never knows 
that there_is such a Jaw on the statute 
book of states as a usury law. The 
banks get their two per cent. a month 
for the uge of their money, and capital- 
ists get what they think is profita- 
ble, and the little law is  use- 
less—useless, but not | altogether 
a nallity. It prevents farmers 
and small business men from receiving 
such accommodations as they may 
chance to need, and the result is they 
have to struggle along as best they 
can. 

Is it high interest which our legisla- 
tors are desirous of preventing? Ifso, 
we propose to call.their. attention to a 
few facts which they can put in their 
pipes and consume at leisure Last 
season, the farmers in many sections of 
Georgia were compelled to buy planta- 
tion supplies in order to successfully cul- 
tivate their growing crops. Corn, at 
that time, could be bought for one dol- 
lar a bushel, provided the cash was 
paid down; but, it so happened, gen- 
tle legislators, as some of you may have 
oceasion to remember, that many—nay, | 
a majority—of the farmers of Georgia 
were minus that needful article, and so 
they were compelled to ask for time. 
What was the result? Why their ne- 
cessities,coupled with the distrust of the 
merchants, were such as to force them
